Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall de- 
part from the faith, giving heed to 
seducing spirits. 

These are the words of Paul given 
by inspiration, and applies to the last 
days.

This is the faith from 
which people shall depart in these last 
days. Then when you see men depart- 
ing from this wonderful faith you may 
know that the last days are on us. 

We have often been made to almost

have the power and victory for service 
that they had before. Then, brother, 
sister how necessary it is that we do 
not give heed to the seducing spirits 
of the last days ane cepart from the 
wonderful Holy Ghost faith by break- 
ing one of God’s greatest command- 
ments, “Thou shalt not commit adul- 
try.” 

Also how important that we take the 
advice of Paul and “be strong.” He did 
not say, try to be strong but said, “Be 
strong.” 

Fornication was one of the greatest 
crimes under the law. The offender 
was to be stoned to death. I am persu- 
aded that the stinging of ones consci- 
ence after having departed from the 
true Pentecostal faith because of se- 
ducing spirits is almost as painful as 
the stoning. No doubt one would wel- 
come stoning instead if they could 
realize forgiveness afterward. 

Paul says further, In the last days 
perilous times shall come, for men 
shall be * * * unthankful, unholy * * * 
incontinent * * * lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God * * * of this 
sort are they which creep into houses, 
and lead captive silly women laden 
with sins, led away with divers lusts. 
1 Tim. 3:16. 


When is this? In the last days. O 
how unthankful men seem to be when 
they abruptly turn away from God 
and the blessed experience He has 
given to them. Of course they have to 
become unholy before they will do 
such. What causes them to do such 
things? They have become “incontin- 
ent.” This is often read “incontent.” 
I suppose that this term would apply 
very well to some. The term incontin- 
ent means “unrestrained; impure; an 
immoral person.” It applies to him 
who fails to “be strong” but lets the 
seducing sptrit of the last days over- 
throw him. What does this incontin- 
ent man do? He leads captive silly 
women. Not that she was in former 
days silly but became silly when she 
was led away. What caused her to be 
led away ?She was laden with sins and 
divers lusts. O how important that wo- 
men guard themselves from divers 
lusts.

Jamaica I have decided to send out 
envelopes and ask a personal offering 
of the individual members and friends 
of the work in Jamaica. Our need is 
almost unlimited at present. We have 
no buildings in Jamaica to worship 
in, only one that hasn't any floor at 
all. All the rest have thatched roofs 
and ground floors. When it rains we 
are in the rain and mud, and we are 
molested by the nominai churches and 
looked down on by the government. 
I know this should not be and I know 
that you all have the work here at 
heart and since we do not have any 
funds for building purposes in foreign 
lands (that I know of), I am asking 
the overseer and pastors to encourage 
a personal offering of every member 
of their church for building purposes 
in Jamaica. We will acknowledge the 
amount received thru the Evangel and 
use it for said purpose. We have five 
buildings hoping to go up in _ the 
country parts and we have a_ fine 
congregation in Kingston pleading for 
a place to worship and if you could 
just know the classes of people that 
we have already influenced in this 
way, I believe you would get on well. 
We appreciate the twelve pounds or 
$60.00 sent to us by Brother and Sis- 
ter Simmons; but we could only make 
a beginning with it to cover the build- 
ing at Form which would be only a 
mock as it is 16 x 24. We have on 
hand now, with what Brother and 
Sister Simmons sent to us, fifteen 
pounds or $75.00, but dear ones it can- 
not even make a good start. 

We have a church now at Black- 
wood. The people over there are 
pleading for a building. It is a fine 
location on the main road. I have 
promised the church at Blackwood 
that with their assistance, and with 
all the free labor that they can put 
in, by June, if the Lord’s willing we 
shall have a building. They are work- 
ing on Monday’s free, getting out 
stones and sand to lay the foundation, 
but we need some American lumber 
and it is very costly to be had, such 
as flooring, boards, shingles, post, 
rafters, bolts, doors and glasses. It 
takes money to get this material and 
to bring them from Kingston to the 
spot where it is needed. All the 
churches are willing to work concern- 
ing their buildings if they just knew 
that they will get some help. We be- 
lieve that our overseers, pastors and 
friends are going to help us in this 
worthy cause. I wish you all could see 
the poverty of these people over here. 
I know it would break your hearts. 
The church at Morgan is planning to 
get their building at Borax Bridge 
among the up-to-date people. Many of 
them are looking this way, but we do 
not have any building in which to 
worship. The Church of God will sure- 
ly win in Jamaica when we get some 
buildings that can be recognized by 
the government. I have authorized 
Brother Sidney Robertson to write 
personal letters to some of the pas- 
tors and send them some envelopes. 
I would be very glad if our editor 
will find space for this in the columns 
of the paper and you feel led to send

SAVED” 


This was the question that was put 
to our Lord Jesus, who it was that 
asked him this question we are not 
told, as they were all the time ques- 
tioning our Lord that they might en- 
tangle him in His talk, but He knew 
the hearts of the people and to what 
intent the Pharisees and Sadducees 
were bent on asking him those ques- 
tions, and the answers our Lord Jesus 
gave them were answered from a 
heart of love. He was ever seeking to 
teach the people the way of life, and 
they would not listen to those won- 
derful words that fell from His pre- 
cious lips, they were the words of 
eternal life and very few gave heed 
to those precious words, and how sad 
it is that today very few are listening 
and obeying Him. Oh that still small 
voice that speaks to every real child 
of God is the sweetest music in all 
the world, but there are a few that 
have that sweet communion with God, 
and the great and final Judgment 
day will reveal that they are very 
very few that will be saved because 
Jesus says only a few will be able to 
enter in through the pearly gates of 
heaven. When I think of the millions 
in this world who profess they are 
saved and have their names on the 
church book, Lord can it be possible 
that there will only be a few. I seem to 
hear the very voice of God “yes my 
child many profess me with their lips 
and their hearts who are far from me, 
and many have a form of Godliness 
but deny the power thereof. My heart 
is yearning for them, I shed my blood 
and died for them because I loved 
them as no other on earth can love 
them, no their earthly fatherormother 
cannot love them as I have loved 
them, I will be their best friend and 
will comfort them through all the days 
of their lives, and at the end of life’s 
journey when death comes to take 
them away I will be there to comfort 
them when passing through the dark 
valley of the shadow of death I will be 
with them and comfort them and give 
them a home in heaven. But Satan has 
blinded their minds and hardened 
their hearts and they have listened 
to men instead of me the only one 
that can lead them in the paths of 
righteousness.” 

When we think of those word» “Are 
there a few that be saved” it should 
so stir the heart of every Christian 
Man and woman in the world to pray 
that they will be one of the few of 
‘that number that will be really saved 
‘and sanctified and baptized with the 


Holy Ghost and ready to meet he 
Lord any moment He may come. 
The following facts were recently 


given: Average age at death is 33 
years; 57,372,727 die annually; 908,516 
die weekly; 5,308 die hourly; nearly 
90 die every minute; about 3 die every 
two seconds. The sad part of it is that 
approximately 56,800,000 go each year 
into Christless graves. Think of these 
figures and then pray, pray God that 
He will send forth laborers into the 
harvest that many precious souls will 
hear the gospel and give their hearts 
to Jesus before it is too late. 

It is true that there are thousands 
of ministers in the world today, there 
are very very few that love lost souls 
that they can weep and intercede for 
the lost, they will even see their own 
loved ones go down to hell without 
ever speaking to them about their 
souls and claiming they are called of 
God to preach the Gospel. I saw a 
minister the other day and the way 
he acted and talked did not impress 
me very much. Many souls will go 
down to hell because many men have 
not lived as they should live to prove 
to the world there is a reality and a 
joy in serving the Lord. 

A dying man called a minister to his 
bedside and related the following: 
“Twenty years ago at the great pray- 
er-day you preached so touchingly it 
went through me, and I desired to give 
my heart to God; to make my confes- 
sion of faith before you, for that rea- 
son I waited outside the church door 
and when you came out with a friend, 
said: ‘I would like to speak to you. 
When can you give me a little time?’ 
You replied, ‘Wait a little, and I can 
speak with you, for then I will have 
time.’ So I waited a while, and walked 
quietly by your side, and heard how 
disgracefully you talked with your 
friend about your church members 
and it cooled my ardor. When we 
reached your door, I said, ‘I have 
considered the matter and do not need 
to talk with you now.’ Since that time 
I have fallen into a sinful life, and to- 
day I shall die without God, without 
a living hope. I called you that I may 
curse you. You placed yourself at that 
time in a position to hinder my con- 
version, and for that will I accuse you 
before the judgment seat of God.” The 
dying man motioned the minister to 
the door, without giving him an op- 
portunity to speak and so he had to 
leave him. But sinner friend when you 
read this) remember you must ‘answer 
for your own soul and thank God you 
can live for God if the whole world 
lives professing they are saved and 
are not, you and each and every man 
and woman can live pure clean Godly 
lives so as to enter the pearly gates 
of heaven. Let us all keep our eyes on 
Jesus instead of man and pray al- 
ways that we will be accounted worthy 
to enter in that city whose builder and 
maker is God. 





There are many solemn, yes fearful 
and unspeakable scriptures. 
“The wicked shall be turned into Hell 
and all the nations that forget God,” 
is a terrifying scripture so is the 
statement that they said to the moun- 
tains and rocks, “Fall on us, and hide 
us from the face of him that sitteth 
on the throne, and from the wrath of 
the Lamb.” A great sadness grips our 
hearts as we read the awful fate of 
the foolish virgins and that “The door 
was shut,” in their faces. But these 
scriptures ,to many seem to have an 
impersonal far-off sound like reading 
in the newspapers of some catastro- 
phe. It is awful, but we are safe. We 
pity the poor suffers, but feel so com- 
fortable in our own safety, but the 
scripture in the text is different, it 
comes right home to us. We are 
church members, but the Lord says, 
that many shall seek to enter in and 
shall not be able. This question has 
to do with things greater than we 


have any words to express or any 
mind to grasp. 
A husband is out of work. His 


money gone, his wife and children are 
hungry, he tramps the streets looking 
for work, as he comes home the ques- 
tion in his wife’s eyes is so serious 
that he does not see now she could 
be more in earnest about anything, 
“Did you get a job,” but that is a mere 
trifle of possible suffering and want 
for a limited time and there is surely 
some way out if the worst that can 
possibly happen does take place. But 
this question “Are there a few that be 
saved?” is not a little matter of tem- 
porary embarrassment or want for our 
loved ones. This is an eternal thing. 
We look across the table at the bright, 
mischevievous eyes of our seventeen 
year old daughter, so sweet, so charm- 
ing, so nearly the apple of our eye, un- 
thinkable that she could be lost, go 
down among all the horrid crew that 
people call Hell, but there are “Few 
that be saved’”’.We of our family circle, 
so dear to each other,so fine,so noble, 
so beloved, will we be lost among 
that singular force? Does the question 
fall on our ears, “Are there a few that 
be saved?” Where is there a scripture 
of such solemn import which so beats 
upon the tenderest feelings of our 
hearts? I know not of any. Jesus with 
more directness than is usual in his 
answers, replies at once saying, 
that there are a few who will be 
saved. He is not talking at all of those 
we call sinners. The average sinner 
is not seeking to get in. He is not 
talking of hypocrites who know they 
are not what they profess themselves 
to be. They are not seeking to get in. 
The vivid pieture He draws of these 
of whom he speaks, as they try to 
reazon with the Judge and in their 
desperation bring forth arguments to 
cause the door to open, the things on 
which they ever relied, shows that the 
people He was talking of were those 
who actually believed themselves on 
the way to heaven. They thought they 
were going in. They were amazed and 
confounded to find themselves shut 
out. If any one will meditate only a 
little on what happened outside the 
door of the ark when God shut Noah 
in and the others out and the water 
had begun to prevail on the earth,— 
before his eyes will be pictured a won- 
derful and pathetic scene. See them 
beating upon the door, screaming and 
weeping, beseeching that the door 
might be opened to let in at least their 
wives and babies, even if they them- 
selves could not be saved. If you will 
sit and think of what must have taken 
place outside the door of the ark it 
will help you to realize the tragedy 
which the Lord Jesus is picturing as 
taking place outside the gate of heav- 
en. Have you ever been in a shipwreck 
at sea? Probably not, but you have 
read of the frantic eagerness with 
which the passengers seek for places 
in the lifeboats. The lifeboats promise 
suffering, deprivation and hunger, but 
because they are so much better than 
the stnking ship, the people strain 
every nerve to get into them. But 
when you stand, my dears, before the 
judge of the quick and the dead, with 
the flames of hell roaring behind you 
and hear ringing in your throbbing 
ears, the cries of those who _ before 
you, have just heard their own sent- 
ence of doom “Depart from me, ye 
cursed into everlasting fire,” how 
pitiful will be your lot. Your darling 
wife stands there by you, once she 
made a profession of Salvation, once 
she was ready to pass the judge, but 
your life before her has been so op- 
posed to holiness that little by little 
she has given up to you and has be- 
come worldly-minded like you. There 
are the children too. They had been 
reared without prayer. They are 
church members like you but that is 
all. Their lives are worldly. 
You have allowed them to attend the 
movies, to love their card parties, to 
go the gaits of other worldly young 
people about you. You and your sweet 
wife and your precious children, one 
and all look with wistful upturned 
faces, hoping for some look of pity, 
but all in vain. The day of mercy is 
past. You have all had your chances. 
You all chose the world, now your un- 
willing flinching ears must listen as 
He says in measured tones of auth- 
ority from which there is no appeal, 
“Depart from me all ye workers of 
iniquity.” 





Brother dear, in Jesus name, let me | 
plead with you now not to be satisfi-| 
ed with being a mere professor of re-| 
ligion. All workers of iniquity, that is 
all who practice sinning, will fail to 
get in. It will not do for you to say 
then “Why that is the way all the 
best people I knew tived.” It will do 
no good to say, “Our pastor said that 
Was the way to do, join the church 
and do the best we could.” Every 
worker of iniquity will be shut out. 
Do you practice doing things that you 
know you ought not to do? Do you 
eontinue failing to do things you 
know you should do? Deeper than that 
do you continue failing to be the man 
you know you ought to be? Do you 
love God, His Word, His people, His 
service, or do you 1tove the world and 
what you can see and taste and hear 
in the world to tickle your mind and 
emotion? Remember God hath said, 
“If any man love the world the love 
of the father is not in him.” This 
statement of Jesus is a strong setting 
forth of the doctrine of holiness. In- 
deed, while the necessity of living a 
holy life is stated many times through- 
out the Bible, it would not need to be 
stated in the Bible at all for us to 
know we must live Holy lives. Our 
common sense would teach us that. 

Any one who would give the matter 
even a few moments of careful con- 
sideration would know a man could 
not enter heaven without being holy. 
An unholy man would spoil heaven if 
he got in. Imagine an ordinary church 
member in heaven, he would spoil the 
unity of it. It would not be fair to the 
holy men to let the worldly minded 
man in, and God is both fair and just. 
If you could suppose such a man there 
he would be miserable. He would want 
his cigar and his daily on Sunday 
morning so that he could smoke and 
read up on all the murders and scan- 
dels that are going on, but he would 
get neither one. He would want to get 
a quiet place to doze thru a sermon 
as dry as dust, but decorous orthodox. 
Instead of that he would hear shout- 
ing and dancing, and singing and 
would see them praising the Lord in 
the dance. He would be out of sorts 
in a minute. He likes decorum but 
here is everything but that. He wants 
solemn tones and measured utterance, 
but here is joy and impassioned 
speeches of ,every sort. He likes his 
little joke, but no one anywhere seems 
to know anything about jokes. These 
heaven dwellers, years before’ they 
ever got to heaven had found a_ far 
better way to enjoy themselves than 
by jesting. He likes his unholy stories, 
but look where he will, he can find no 
one to tell him one or who will listen 
to his. You see why it is that many 
shall seek to enter in and shall not 
be able. By forms and ceremonies, by 
church memberships and by liberal 
giving to the church and to the poor 
they seek to enter in. But this is all 
in vain unless they themselves become 
such people as the heaven dwellers 
are. That is the reason you see why 
Jesus told Nicodemus that he must be 
born again. He must become a new 
creature. The things he once loved he 
must hate. This is not a matter of 
will power nor a matter of reform. 
He must become a new creature. It 
takes: a miracle of grace. Any one can 
quit doing wrong things, but he can- 
not quit wanting to do them. He can 
avoid killing his brother, but he can- 
not keep from hating him in his 
heart, and God says that is murder. 
He can quit smoking the filfhy cigar, 
but he cannot quit wanting to smoke 
it. That is the very point. The old 
creature may quit doing and often 
does indeed—but the new _ creature 
does not want to any more. Hallelu- 
jah! GCld creatures in multiplied mil- 
lions are seeking to enter in. They are 
being baptized. They are attending 
church, they are teaching Sunday 
School classes, they are leading highly 
moral lives before their fellowman and 
the world says there is surely a good 
man, but they are old creatures still 
because they haven’t been born again. 
You see if a man could by earnest ef- 
forts, professions, joining, paying, re- 
forms and so on, prepare himself to 
enter heaven it was unnecessary for 
Jesus to die. But Jesus was so sure 
that man could not do it, that it was 
arranged for the only begotten of the 
Father to suffer death for every man. 
In fact those who would get in some 
other way than the way of faith and 
holiness provided by the Lord are 
spoken of as climbing up some other 
way, as being thieves and robbers. If 
you are working iniquity, that is if 
you are practicing things you feel the 
Lord does not approve of, read the 
solemn words of the text, and turn 
yourself about. Seek the Lord while 
He may be found. Call upon Him wfille 
He is near. “He is not far from every- 
one of us,” and is graciously saying 
just now, “Whosoever will let him 
come and take the water of life free- 
ly”. Sinner will you come to Jesus be- 
bore it is too late? :
